Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the Ex Parte Quayle Office Action mailed 12/18/2007 applicant 
has submitted an Amendment, filed 2/15/2008, correcting the informalities in the Title, 
Abstract, and Specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 6, 20, 21 , 29 and 55 are allowed over the prior art of record. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Independent claims 1 , 29, and 55 contain allowable subject matter because they 
recite an interface for a query system wherein the preferred level of detail for an answer 
to a query is determined on an application being employed by the user. The prior art of 
record does not teach nor fairly suggest in combination this limitation in a query system 
interface. 

Dependent claims 2-16, 20, and 21 contain allowable subject matter because 
they further limit independent claim 1 or their parent claims.
